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Alcohol bad too 
-PTA group told 


People from the age of 
seven and one-half to 65 
years have been treated for 
drug problems at ‘‘Trust’’ 
centre, members of Leo 
Nickerson PTA were told at 
last Wednesday’s meeting. 

Lyle Hamer, a former 
drug user now working as a 
counsellor with Trust, 
pulled no punches as he talk- 
ed to a largely-adult group 
of some 50 people who turned 
out for the meeting. 

Mr. Hamer opened his re- 
marks with a brief discuss- 
ion on the work of the Trust 
organization, which is a so- 
ciety run on grants and 
private donations, offering 
help to.all who request it, 
There are some paid staff 
members and much of the 
counselling is done by vole 
unteer workers, often people 
like Lyle, who have had 
first-hand experience with 
drugs. The society also has 
access to professional help. 


Counsellors attempt to 
deal with the problem caus- 
ing drug use, and Mr, Hamer 
sald that there is always a 
basic problem which leads 
a person to begin using drugs, 
Average age of people dealt 
with is 17 years. He noted 
also that Trust gets refer- 
als from hospitals of pat- 
ients treated by them who 
probably need further help. 

He described the three 
different types of drugs -= 
stimulants, depressants and 
hallucigenic, and categori- 
sed various drugs under 
these types, giving such 
examples as a stimulant, 
drug which affects the body, 
alcohol. A depressant, drug 
which affects the nervous 
system, barbituates, and a 
hallucigenic, drug which aff- 
ects the mind, LSD. “Adults 
should remember _ that 
aspirins, tranquilizers, 
Sleeping pills and others are 
also drugs, and parents

problem if taken off them, 

In reply to a question from 
a parent who said her young 
son reported he was sick of 
seeing films on drugs, Mr. 
Hamer sald he could under- 
stand it. “There are only 
about two films used in the 
school program that are 
useful’ he stated, ‘‘A lot 
of them are actually ridi- 
culous in their over-exag- 
geration,’’ 


The main trouble as Mr, 
Hamer sees it is the lack 
of communication between 
parents and kids. For this 
he blamed the materialistic 
attitude of modern parents, 
under which parents are too 
busy making money to spend 
sufficient time with their 
children, or to enjoy life 
as a family. ‘‘The kids are 
rebelling against their par- 
ents and the materialistic 
society, and turning to drugs 
to see life in amore relaxed 
and warmer light,’’ said Mr. 
Hamer, 


He also reported that 
young people coming to 
Trust are mostly from mfd- 
dle and upper class famil- 
ies, and that there are more 
city than rural kids on drugs, 

In closing the discussion 
Mr. Hamer stated his opin- 
ion that alcohol was aworse 
problem than drugs in our 
society. “For a lot of kids 
who are hooked on alcohol, 
the job of getting them off 
the habit is very difficult, 
and the alcohol causes as 
much damage to their health 
as the drugs.’’

In any 
event, he stated, Mr. Cheshe 
ire and Mrs, Paquette had 
a responsibility to appear 
and explain their actions to 
the membership which had 
elected them at the NFU 
convention held in Winnipeg, 
six weeks ago. 

A solid round of applause 
was precipated by Mr. At- 
kinson’s statement that the

CFMM survey glum 
on job outlook 


Mayor S, L, Buckwold of 
Saskatoon said in Edmonton 
Friday, that The Canadian 
Federation of Mayors and 
Municipalities ‘‘wishes to 
bring home - now ~ to the 
Government of Canada, the 
urgency of doing everything 
possible to nelp the unfor- 
tunate men and women who 
want work, but cannot find 
it, The critical unemploy- 
ment in many parts of 
Canada today, is an imme- 
diate problem,’’ said the 
mayor, who is also chair- 
man of the municipal 
finance committee, 

Mayors from the major 
cities in Canada met in Ed- 
monton Friday to discuss 
the federal government's 
proposals for income secur- 
ity for Canadians, and un- 
employment insurance inthe 
70’s, Two government white 
papers served as the bases 
for discussion, 
CONSTRUCTION SURVEY 

In the interest of obtain- 
ing further information on 
the prospect for reduced 
unemployment for 1971, the 
Canadian Federation of 
Mayors and Municipalities 
conducted a_ survey of 
mayors and other elected 
officials of 20 major Cana- 
dian cities. 

Only one half of those 
questioned think that the 
total value of construction 
in their municipalities in 
1971 will be greater than

1970, a year of general re- 
cession, 

The major areaofconcern 
is in industrial construction, 
where three-quarters of the 
respondents think that the 
1971 level will be less than 
or about the same as 1970, 
and only one-quarter see an 
increase, It is industrial 
construction that in large 
part provides additional 
permanent jobs, 

In answering the question 
on the general level of une 
employment nearly two- 
thirds saw the 1971 prospect 
as no better or even worse 
than 1970, 

Finally we considered the 
measures introduced by the 
federal government since 
August, 1970, designed to 
promote economic recovery 
and to reduce unemployment 
and we asked; ‘‘Do you feel 
the total impact of these 
measures will be sufficient 
to promote a recovery and 
substantially reduce unem- 
ployment in 1971,"’ The ane 
swers were:
